On tlio fifth Instant, the proprietor* of the 
Fi«V, having vainly remonstrated with General 
Wallace, nddrassed the following letter 10 the 

Fresideut: 

Bai.ttworii, Oct. 5, 1SG4, 
To His Frceltmmy Abraham Lincoln: 

The nBdorrigaed, citizens of the State of Mow 
tyland, respectfully represeut: 

That on tho 7th day of June, 1«G4, they conv 
tvjcnced the pnblleation, In the city of Baltimore, 
ef a daily evening newspaper, called the Even- 
ing: Post, of which they were the proprietor*, 
and, upon th* nomination of Geo. It. McGiellan 
and George H. Pendleton by the Democratic 
party at Chicago, tbey placed the names of said 
nominees at th* head of their columns and ad- 
located their slectioa. 

That the publication of said newspaper wa* 
continued by them daily np to the BOth Septem- 
ber, WA on which day the undersigned pre- 
pared to issue theii pa pet as usual, and had is- 
died a number of copies, when they received, 
from the military commandant of this depart- 
ment, *n order, of which the following is a 
•opy:

As the surest means of preventing your office 
feeing inndc the subject of violence, you will dis- 
SDntmue the publication of your paper, the 
Evening Post.

Qj.ivr.i; Mattiikwk, C'apt. and A. A. G. 
A\tit thereupon, in obedience tiiereto, the 
publication of said newspaper was suspended, 
and lies not been since resumed, (Jen. Wallace 
having declared to the Editor that said order 
Would rot be revoked by him. 

The luulnsii'iud lierrwith enclose a copy of 
the F.ving Post of the oOth of September, 1864, 
the da" on which said order was issued, and the 
contents of which they understood from Geo. 
Wallace caused the issuance of said order. They 
further represent that no supination has at any 
time been m»de that the Evening Post cvor con- 
tained any statement relating to the movements 
or position* of the military forces of the Gov- 
ernment width were calculated to prejudice Ihe 
cause of the Government; nor indeed was any 
complaint ever made to the uuderstgned as to 
the way in which their paper was conducted. 
Nor were there any fears entertaiacd by them 
•f any violence being done to themselves or to 
their office. And they further represent that in 
ease any threats of violence had been made, or 
any violence offered, it could have been in the 
power, aad »nrely wonld hare been the duty, of 
Sea. Wullaca to have prevented any such vio- 
lence. 

The undersigned respectfully ask of the l'resl- 
dent of th* L'aiied States whether the suppres- 
sion of their newspaper and the prohibition of 
Its further pnblleation meet* with his approval, 
and, if not, he will cause the above-mentioned 
aider to be revoked.

Sir: The accompanying communication from 
the Editors aad proprietors of the Evening Post, 
•f this city, has been placed in inv hands with 
a request to forward it to yon. The wrong it 
discloses seems to me to be" *o ntterly without 
Justification or excuse that I should be doing 
injustice to yon to suppose for a momeni that 
you will permit it to be continued. 

Ton will also receive with this a copy of the 
paper Issued on the last dar on which Its publi- 
cation was paaiylllnl, and I am sure that you 
will agree with ai~lu the opinion that it con- 
♦ains nolhirs of a disXynl eharaelor. unleis.it 
be that it ha* at )>• head itva names of MeClel- 
Tan and Pendleton »» Its preferred candidates in 
the present Presidential canvas*. It would be 
bit dnly to apologize in advance w<*o I even to 
biiit (hat you would consider that as ,j nr evi- 
dence of disloyalty, or as affording the sl^htcst 
pounds lor the suppression of the papc;\ 

The rcaion assigned for the military orft» r 
complained of yon cannot fail also to agree with 
me In thinking to be wholly insufficient, since 
the oOicer issuing it bed under his command 
two or three thousaad armed soldier', a force 
abundantly adequate to protect the onVe of the 
newspaper and its Editor from the violence of a 
mob, had there been nnv indication at the time 
that such violence would be used. 

I »in made the organ of bringing thh matter 
to vour attention, because of my being one of 
the Senators of the State, and bound by lint 
relation to do what I can to protect her citizens 
against outrage. 

An early reply to the request of tlve Editor* 
•cut through me is respectfully solicited, and,

Mr. Bosley, the bearer of Ibis letter with the 
tnclosurc to which it refers, encountered a con- 
temptuous reception, which ho thus described iu 
a note to Senator Johnson: 

Balumouk, Oct. 10, 18C4. 
To lion. Kertrdij Johnson: 

My Drak Stit: H iving been tho bearer of a 
Idler from yon to Abraham Lincoln, President 
of flic United Slates, relating to tin suppression 
of the Baltimore Evening Post, of which I am 
one of fhe proprietor*, it seems to be courteous 
that 1 should detail to you the eircu nistanees 
attending my failure to obtain the audience 
which I was at so much pains to attempt to 
procuie. 

I arrived at the Presidential Mansion at about 
half past nine o'clock on Saturday morning. 
The messenger in attendance informed ine that 
the Presldn.t was then at the War Department 
with General Grant. After a short time — not 
more than half an hour — Mr. Lincoln returned. 
I saw biin, mid immediately I sent in the letter 
you gave me, together with card and Mr. Kim- 
mel't. The u;o».-engcr returned no answer. I 
waited until three o'clock P. M., when I in- 
formed Mr. Lincoln of my departure, and left 
the house.

Whereupon, Senator Johuson immediately 
addressed the following note to the proprietors 
Of tho Poet 1 ; 

B.M.TiMorti:, Oct. 10, 18CL 
OrartxtTKEK: In order to take sneh steps as I 
may deem necessary to obtain redress for the 
wrong done you in the suppression of your pa- 
per, I should like to have in writing all that oc- 
curred at the interview you had with Maj. Gen. 
Wallace on the day your paper was suppressed. 
Will you oblige me by giving it to me?

With this request the proprietors of the Post 
eonplicd promptly, in the subjoined letter from 
Mr. Brewer, the Editor and one of the pro- 
prietors: 

Bai.timokf, Oct. 10, 1861. ] 
To Hon. Hcrerdg Johnson: 

Dtar Sin: In compliance with your request to 
give yon, in writing, an accoant of what trans- 
pired at my Interview with Major -General Wal- 
lace on the day of the suppression of the Even- 
ing Post, September 30th, I proceed briefly to 
rehearse the most Important points of the con- 
versation between us, at which my partner, Mr. 
Bosley, was also present. 

Being seated, the General, pointing to our 
bulletin board, which be had conveyed to bla 
headquarters, asked if I saw anything wrong 
npon it. I answered in the negative. He then 
called my attention to the last line— "Adminis- 
tration officers engaged iu tho riot" — asking if I 
did not consider that as tending to incite to riot. 
I said I did not; that it was a legitimate piece 
of news, at which no one bad a right to take 
offence. He then stated that it had only been 
through the Issuance of most stringent orders 
by him that our office had not been mobbed 
long ago; that the soldiers had intimated 
a design to do so, to prevent which he had 
taken his present action. I thanked the 
Jtoicral for any kindness he mar have 
heretofore extended, but assured him that 
* 'bought it perfectly -.'ratuitous; that wo felt 
tWly capable of taking taro of ourselves; that 
tLe Urst intimation of riot that I had received, 
or of Ulcex , Pt M M , of pnch a dc8 . • 

ape s was from himself, aud if his soldiers were 
kepi, in proper discipline we had no cause of

He then said that the Sun was a Democratic 
paper. This I contradicted, asserting, what is 
well known to every one, that the Sun has al- 
wava refrained from entering the political eon- 
test, maintaining a strictly neutral or indepc»d- 
ent status. iHs denied' my assertion, which I 
firmly but respectfully re-asserted. To support 
his statement he said that the Editor of the Sun 
was before him that morning, and had admitted 
that the Sun was a Democratic journal. I still 
doubted the truth of his assertioa, aud took the 
pains to inquire of tho K !itor of tho Sun (after 
the interview) whether such was correct. His 
rcplv was that he had said no such thing; that 
tbai rttcr for my appearance before the Oerferal 
bad been sent by mistake to the Sun office, that 
ho informed Gen. Wallace of tho tii'Stake, but 
that no such question had over been asked him 
by the General, i 

I informed Gen. Wallace of the fact that every 
paper in New Tork had published the article 
for which I wa* summoned to answer; aad I 
asked him, if he wa* in command there, would 
he suppress them? He said he wonld not. I 
asked why? He replied that New York was not 
as liable to incitement to riot a* Baltimore wa* 
—virtually admitting the superior qualitv and 
discipline of tho troops under General Dii to 
hi* own. I aiso reminded him that there had 
I een ro q mptom* of riot in Baltimore since 
April, 1861, bnt that there had been a riot of 
fearful proportion! in New York within a much 
more recent date. 

I called General Wallace's attention to the 
tbrt, in makingthc publication complained 
of, I bad complied with every requirement of 
military law as established by his predecessor* 
la command of this department, viz.: That, if 
an article i» publLshed rcflectin(f in any way 
npon the Administration or It* officers, the ver- 
sions of the Republican a* well as the Demo- 
cratic journals should be given. This I had 
done, giving the report of the Cincinnati Ga- 
r.ette as well as that of the Enquirer. To this 
h* made no reply. 

Afler a conversation between Mr. Bosley and 
General Wallace not directly beaming upon the 
issue presented, Gen. Wallace turned to me and 
asked what I meant by a sentence in my edito- 
rial of Wednesday, September Jfth, upon the as- 
sembling of .he State Democratic Convention to 
noniinato an electoral ticl.et. The sentence 
read: "To-morrow lifts Maryland from her past 
degradation and places her on an equality with 
her sister States." I told him that the context 
would explain that; that it had particular refer- 
ence to the party who have ruled this State dur- 
ing the pa.~t three years, and who framed the 
new constitution. To this, with an insulting 
leer, the General replied that he "wa* not to be 
Tooled by such a lame excuse." Governed more 
by excitement than discretion, T told him that I 
deceived no man; that he could put hi* own 
COhetmctloB upon those words, and gave him 
to understand that I permitted no man with 
impunity to reflect upon my intentions or im- 
pugn my veracity. He then said, "Excuse me 
for the expression, it was the only one I could 
command under the circumstaiv es. " Mr. Bosley 
here interposed. The General did not call at- 
tention to flic editorial as a cause for suppres- 
sion, and alleged crimiualily ouly by implica- 
tion. 

Starling to leave, the General informed me 
that he had already sent an order suppressing 
ihe further issue of the paper. I told him I 
had received no such order. He then said that 
it had been sent to the office, and that it was 
irrevocable. 

This is a brief, pliln snmmary of our inter- 1 
view with the General commanding this depart- 
ment. I was directed bv a Written order from 
him to appear at his headquarter*, whither I re- 
paired immediately on its receipt, but before my 
arrival, before any" explanation of the ease was 
made, or before any assurance of the absence of 
criminal intent in making the obnoxious pub- 
lication could be given, the order of suppression 
was issued, and we denied eveu the hope of 
redress.

On the receipt of this letter, Senator John- 
son, all the avenues of redress being closed, 
commuuieated to the National Intulligeucer the 
letters published above, with the following uote 
to the Editor*: 

Bat.ttmorr, Oct. 10, 1H54. 
To t\f Kditors of the Xaticntd Inttlligemxr: 

BaTJrnannvi The paper* you receive with" 
this (and which you will do me the favor to 
publish), speak for themselves, telling a *tory 
that no American citizen worthy of the uame 
will read but with deep regret. 

Of the many outrages of like character per- 
petrated under the authority of the President or 
with his approval, the suppression of the Eve- 
ning Post is the most flagrant. The cause as- 
signed, if true, is a sad exhibition of the power 
of the President to put down a gigantic rebel- 
lion, having arrayed in its support hundreds of 
thousands of well disciplined soldiers, com- 
manded by brave aud skilful officers. A Major- 
General of the President's support, having sev- 
eral thousand soldiers subject to his orders, has 
not the power, he tell* u*, to prevent the sup- 
pression of a paper by mob violence; and the 
Presidsnt, with a want of courage uot to have 
been expected, refuses to seo tho gentlemen 
whose property and right* as freemen, he was 
informed, had been outraged, or even to answer 
respectful letters soliciting his interference. 

Posterity will hardly believe that such thing* 
should have occurred, and the people in thus 
country, and everywhere where liberty is valued, 
will regard it but witli shame and Indignation. 
I trust in God that the day is near at hand when 
the Constitution which onr fathers bequeathed 
u»«,nd the freedom which they designed should 
Le [ err-etnal will be ours once more.

Thus the freedom of discussion is suppressed 
delinitively In Maryland. We now turn to the 
like suppression of the freedom of election in 
Tt nnenase. 

On the thirtieth of last month, the same day 
on which the Baltimore Post was suppressed, 
Andicw Johrisou, whose office we need not 
name, issued a proclamation, announcing that 
a Presidential election would lie held in Tennes- 
see, and, among other outrageous thiugs, pro- 
viding without disguise or equivocation for the 
di-frnncLUcrcent of the supporter* of General 
McClcllan. 

Against this high-handed act, the electoral 
candidates of tho MeClellan men of Tennessee 
forthwith drew up the suhji ined protest, which 
vrnr, borne to Was hington(aijd laid before the 
Pieeldenl by Mr. John Lellyett, whose fidelity 
nr.d gallantly as t Union man in the darkc t 
h< ura of tho Union cause wo hayo repeatedly 
il.ronicled with pride, and who is himself one of 
the elec toral candidates of the conservatives of 
the, State: 

To Ilis Fxcellennf Abrchom Lincoln, JVf silent of 
the I'nited Ukues: 

Sin: — The undersigned, loyal citizens of the 
United fctates, and ol the State of Tennessee, ou 
our own behalf and on behalf of the loyal peo- 
ple of onr State, a.-k leave to submit tliis pro- 
test agaist fhe proclamation of His Excellency 
Andrew Johnson, Military Governor, ordering 
an election to be held for President and Vice- 
Preeidcnt, under certain regulations and re- 
strictions therein set forth. A printed copy of 
said proclamation is herewith enclosed. 

The Constitution of tho United States pro- 
vides that "each State shall appoint. >» sneh 
at owner as the legislature thereof nuvj direct, a 
utiniber of electors," Ac. Under this provision 
of the Federal Constitution, the Legislature of 
Tennessee, years before the present rebellion, 
prescribed the mode oT elec tion to be observed, 
which will be found to differ essentially from 
the mode pi escribed by the: .Military Governor. 
We herewith enclose a copy of the (aw of Ten- 
nessee governing the holding of said election. 

The Military Governor expressly assumes, by 
virtue ol authority derived from the- President, 
so to alter and amend the election law of Ten- 
nessee (enacted under authority of the Cousti- 
tulioii fl the United States, as' above set forth) 
as to make the *ame conform to his own edict 
is set forth in the proclamation aforesaid. He 
assumes so to modify our law as to admit per- 
sons to vote at the said election who are not en- 
titled to vote under tho law and theTonstitu- 
tion cd Tennessee. Instanco this: our Constitu- 
tion and law require that each voter shall be "a 
citizen of tho county wherein he may offer his 
votc| for six months uext preceding the day of 
election;" while the Governor's order onlv re- 
quires that he shall (with other qualifications 
named) be a citizen ot Tennessee for six mouths, 
&c. This provision would admit to vote many 
persons not entitled by law. 

We will, for tho sake of brevity, pass over 
some less important points ol conllict between 
the proclamation and tho law, but will instance 
In this place another. By our law it is provided 
that the polls shall be opened In every civil dis- 
trict in each county in the Slate; but the procla- 
mation provides only for their being opened nt 
one place in each county. This provision would 
put it out of the power of many legal voters to 
exercise the elective franchise 

Wc solemnly protest against these infringe- 
ments of our law, conflicting, as they do, with 
the very letter of the Federal Constitution, be- 
cause tiicy arc without authority, and because 
tbev will "prevent a free, fair, and true expres- 
sion of the will of the loyal people of Tennessee. 

But we protest still more emphatically against 
the most unusual and impracticable test oath 
w hich it is proposed to require of all citizen 
Voters in Tennessee. 

I The oath is as follows: "I solemnly swear 
that I will henceforth support the Constitution 
of the United Slates, and defend it against the 
assaults of all enemies; that. Iam an active friend 
of the Government of the Uiiiicd States and the 
enemy of the so-called Confederate Slates; that 

I moi' i Ui t'< >i:c the riq | >'cs-i< ii ni' I'.c pre cut 
id ellion ngoiust flic Government of tho United 
: inc. ; that I sincerely rejoice in Ihe triumph o'. 
the ai ink sand nayiea of, the United States, and 
in ibe defeat and overthrow of the armies, na- 
»«•«, und of all aimed comUiaauotia iu the in- 



terest of Ihe so-called Confederate State*; th.it I 
vill mrditdly oppose, all armistices m* negotiations 
for peace with rebels in arms until the Constitution 
of the t 'ni<rd Slates, and alt laws and proclawa- 
tiotts mad-: in pursuance thereof, shall be estaldislud 
over all the ptttple. of every Sfa f e and Territory ern- 
hfaced rithn the National Union, and that I will 
heartily aid and assist the loyal people in whatever 
measures may be adopted for the attainment of 
these ends; and, further, that I take this oath 
freely and voluntarily, and without mental res- 
ervation. 8o help nic God."1 

A citizen, qualified to vote, and whose loyalty 
cannot be "disproved by other testimony," is to 
be required to swear, first, that he "will hence- 
forth support the Constitution of the United 
States, aad defend it ngaiust all eueuiiea." This 
obligation we are willing to renew daily. But 
this Is not yet deemed a sufficient tc«t of loyalty. 
He is required to make oath and subscribe to" a 
mass of vain repetitions concerning his activity 
as a friend of the Union and the enemy of its 
enemies — concerning his desires, hi* hopes, and 
fears — and that he finds It in his heart to rejoice 
over Ihe scenes of blood, and of wounds, and of 
anguish and death, wherein his friends, hi* kin- 
dred, his loved ones are slain, or maimed, or 
made prisoners of war — whereby the land of hi* 
birth or ndoptlou is made desolate, and laineula- 
tion and mourning are spread over the whole 
nation. While all the civilized world stands 
aghast in contemplation of the unequalled hor- 
ror* of our trrmendou* strife, the citizen of 
Tennesssee is called npon by her Military 
Governor, nnder your authority, to »we»r 
that In these things he find* occasion to re- 
yoiee.' A* if this were 6till not enough, the 
citizen is further required to swear to the indefi- 
nite prolongation of this war, as follows : 'That 
I will cordially oppose all armistices or neyatis- 
tions for peace with rebels in arms until the Con- 
stitution of the United State;, and all laws and 
proclamations made in pursuance thereof, shall 
be established over all the people of every State 
and Territory embraced within tho National 
Union ;" until (in brief) the war shall bo at an 
end. Now, we freely avow to your Excellency, 
and to the world, that we earnestly desire the 
retcrn of peace and good will to onr now un- 
happy country; that we seek neither pleasure, 
profit, nor honor In the perpetuation of war ; 
that we should feel bound as Christians, as pa- 
triots, and as civilized men — that wo are bound 
by the oath* we have token — to countenance 
and encourage any negotiation* which may 
be entered into by the proper authori- 
ties with the intent to restore peace 
»nd union under the constitution we have sworn 
to aupaort and defend. Wo ahould bo traitor* 
to our country, false to our oaths — false, indeed, 
to the primary clause of tho oath we are now 
disc listing — to oppose such negotiations. We 
cannot consent to swear at the ballot-box a war 
of extermination against our conn.rymen and 
kindred; or to prolong by our opposition, for a 
single day after it can he' brought to an honora- 
ble and lawful conclusion, a contest the most 
sanguinary and ruinous that ha* scourged 
mankind. 

You will not hare forgotten fli rt iq the month 
of July last you issued the folloning procla- 
mation" :

This is eerlalnlv a proposition to treat with 
rebels in arms — wiilt their chiefs. Are we uow 
to understand by this proclamation of one act- 
ing under your authority, and himself a candi- 
date with you for the seenncf office, that even 
Ihe atxive proposition is withdrawn — that you 
will henceforth have no negotiations upoa any 
tenita but unrelenting war to the bitter end ? 
( >r are we to understand that while you hold 
this proposition open, or yourself free to act as 
your judgment may dictate, we. the citizens of 
Tenutssce, shall swear to oi i-oou your negotia- 
tions ? 

In the. next breath, the voter who ha* already 
been thus far aualijied is required to swear that 
he will "heartily aid and assist the loval people 
in whatever measures may be adopted for tho at- 
lalnment of these ends." Adopted by whom? 
The Oath does not say. We cannot tell what 
measures maybe adopted. Wo cannot com- 
ment upon the absurdity of the obligation here 
imposed without danger of departing from that 
respectful propriety of languago which we de- 
sire to preserve in addressing the Chief Magis- 
trate of the American people. But this is the 
clause of an oath which the candidate for the 
Vice- Presidency requires at the lips of tho loyol 
and qualified voters of Tennessee, before these 
citizens shall be allowed to vote for or against 
you and himself at the coming election. 

For these reasons, aud others which for the 
sake of brevity we omit, we solemnly protest 
sgalnst the interference of the Military Govern- 
or with the freedom of the elective franchise 
in Tennessee. We deny his authority and your* 
to alter, amend, or annul any law of Tennessee. 
We demand that Tennessee be allowed to ap- 
point her cleetora as expressly provided by the 
Federal Constitution, which you have sworn to 
support, protect, aud defend, in the manner 
which tlic Legislature thereof ha* prescribed. 
And to that end we respectfully demand of you, 
ns the principal under whose authority this or- 
der ha* been issued, that the same shall be re" 
voked. We ask that all military interference 
sliall be withdrawn so far as to allow to the lov- 
al men of Tenne--ee a free and frill election^ By 
the loyal men of Tennes.ee we mean those who 
have not participated in the rebellion, or given 
it aid and comfort, or who have complied with 
such terms ol amnesty as have beeu offered 
them under vour autboritv. 

On the Hth day of December, }W>, you. as 
President, is surd' a proclamation declaring that 
"a full pardon is hereby granted," "with resto- 
ration of all rights of property," Ac., to each 
of onr citizens having participated, directly 
or by Implieattou, iu the existing rebellion 
(with certain exceptions'. "u|^.» UaL C yndition 
that eveiy such person shall take and siTtr«e- r Uj 0 
an oath, and thenceforward keep and maintaiu 
said oath inviolate." And it is further pro- 
vided in the proclamation aforesaid that in lira 
contingency of the reorganization of a State gov- 
ernment in Tenne.-ssee. or certain other Slates 
named, the persons havingtaken the oath refer- 
red to. bcinc otherwise qualified by the election 
law of the State, shall be entitled to vote The 
undersigned would state Ilia' many of our citi- 
zens have complied in good faith with the terms 
of amnesty proposed in your proclamation 
aforesaid, and are therefore, by reason of the 
full pardon granted them, fully entitled to vote 
and exercise all other rights belonging to loyal 
c iiizens, without let or hindrance: and we re- 
st eetfullv appeal to von. as President of the 
United States, to make good your promise of 
pardon to these citizens by the removal of all 
other and further hindrance to their exercise of 
the elective franchise. 

I'm if it lie claimed upon the plea of military 
nec essity that guards and rest ictions shall be 
thrown at mind the ballot-box in Tennessee, wc 
sfill ask (be withdrawal of tho proclamation of 
the Military Governor, became the conditions 
tl creby imposed upon the loyal men of Tennes- 
see as a qualification for voters are irrelevant, 
uiirtaionable, and not in any sense a lest of 
kiyalty. But they pledge" the citizen to oppose 
toe lawful authorities iu the discharge nt their 
duly. The oath required Is only calcidated to 
keep lctial and rightful voters from the polls 
We suggest that no oath be required but such 
as is prescribed by law. Our people will not 
hesitate, however, to lake Ihe usual oath of l >v- 
alty — for example, in the lsneunecof tho pri- 
mary clause of the oath in question: 'That I 
will he nceforth support the Constitution of the 
United States, and defend Itagalaat the assaults 
of its enemies." Denying your right to make 
anV departure from the law in the case, we 
shall, how ever, feel no hardship In this. 

The convention to which Gov. Johnson refers 
was a mere partisan meeting, having no author- 
ity, nnd not rcprcM nting Ihe loyal men of Ten- 
rit -?ee in any sense. 

'I he names of the signers of this prote-t have 
bren placed before the people of Tennessee as 
candidates for elcclors, who, if chosen, are ex- 
ncetcd to ea"t the electoral voice of Tennessee 
for George B. McClcllan for President and 
George H. Pendleton for Vice-President. By 
virtue of such position ii becomes our province 
isioeinll' to appear before you in Ihe altitude 
we do. We are aware that grave questions may 
arise, in any event, wilh regard to the regular- 
ity of the vote of Tennessee, in consequence of 
Ihe] nrlially disorganized condition of theState. 
Ti e friends of your re-election, however, an- 
nounced an electoral ticket, and the public be- 
came aware that preparations were being made 
for the holding of Ihe election, leaving that 
matter n* longer a qncstion. Some time there- 
after our electoral ticket was placed before the 
public, r.rd within a few davs followed the 
proclamation complained of. Wo, for ourselves 
ni d those we represent, are willing to leave all 
"! ■ sib ns involving tho right of Tennessee to 
! nitioipatc in the election to the decision of 
competent authority.

Mc( 'lelltm manage their side of this contest is} their 
own way, and I will outntige my side in my way. " 

"May w* ask an answer in writing?" I sug- 
gested. 

"Not now. Lay those papers down here. I 
will give no other answer uow. I may or may 
not write something about this hereoiter. I 
understand this. I know you Intend to make a 
point of i hi*. But go ahead. You have my 
answer. * 

"Your answer, then, is that vom expect to let 

General McCltllan's friend* manage their side 
of this contest in their own way, and yo« will 
manage ycur side of it In your way?" 

"Yes," 

I then thanked the President for his SJOC*. semi 
In giving us a hearing at all, and took my leave. 

Judge Mason, of this city, was present at the 
interview, to whom I refer in regard to th' pr- 
rectne»s of this report. On stepping outside 
the door of the Executive Mansion, I immediate- 
ly wrote down the President's emphatio re- 
sponse, and snbmittcd It to Judge Mason and 
another gentleman who happened to he present, 
and they both pronounced it accurate. 

And now I h.ave a word to say to Ihe |>eople 
of the United Stales, who ere or ought to be the 
masters of Abraham Lincoln. The paper wlrch 
I bad the honor to present to the President is 
not the "concoe tion of New Yctrk politicians," 
however that might effect its merit*. It l| the 

ilemn voice of a once free and proud people 
prote ting against their own disfranchisement 
by the agent of Abraham Lincoln. It is tho 
voico of those loyal men of Tennessee who have 
1 orne Ihe reproach of a people they still loved, 

upporting the President in all lawful effort* 
to prcerve the Union. The reward of our loy- 
alty Is disfranchisement. The cup of perjury is 

ommended to our lips because it is known that 
we will not touch it* contents. Judgo ye be- 
f ween the people of Tennessee and Abraham 
Lincoln. It may be meet that our solemn and 

espeetful appeal should be thrown aside with a 
contemptuous sneer. Look to ill If you, the 
people of the Northern States, shall sustain this 
act of tyranny, your timo will soon come. If 
the President of the United States may "man- 
age his sido of this contest" by setting aside tho 
very lotter of the Constitution and altering the 
elective laws of the States so as to disfranchise 
hi* opponents, liberty is already dead.

The qualifications of voters for the Presiden- 
tial electors are the same as* for State afflcers, 
and the constitution of Kentucky says: "Every 
free white male citizen of the age of twenty-one 
years, who has resided in the State two year* o. 
in the cotinvy, town, or city, in which he offers 
to vote, one year next preceding the election, 
shall be a voter: but sueh voter shall have been, 
for sixty days next preceeling tho elect ion a 
re4id«9>t of ILe precinct in which he olfers to 
vole, and he shall v lo in said precinct aud not 
elsewhere." Our einerUt, having been only 
eighl months a resident of the State, canuot 
vote at the approaching Presidential election in 
Kentucky; but, if he remains a conlinuous Mai*, 
cU i,t he 10 until next August, he will bo then 
entitled lo vote-ft- State officers. If a residence 
is not continuous for a whole year, a person 
coming from auolhcr State cannot vole iu this, 
but after two years' State residence ho may 
have moved from ple.ee to place in the State 
bcqnently, provided he has been stationary for 
bitty day* before an election, and not loso hi* 
vote by the changes of location.

He was never in a battlo before, as 
be has been connected witli the ambulance 
train. He met his death in this way: There 
wus a mnn struck by a solid shot, it cutting one 
of his legs nearly "off. The poor fellow was 
I 'ceding to deulh, but if brought oil would in 
all probability get well. Broad was the onlv 
men who would volunteer to go out and fetch, 
liiin in. It was almost certain death for nnv 
man; "but," said Broad, "I have neither wife 
bor child to suffer if I am killed;" so out he 
Wlent, and lac ked him up, put hi.nou his shoul- 
der and 1 rougbt him In safely, though the bul- 
lets few like hail around him. He came in so 
promnfly that wo all thought he had escaped 
tin bullets. Bui, alas! poor Broad was a wound- 
ed man. lie laid his burden on the ground, 
sa\ ing, "I may have saved your life but I have 
lost my own." He was shot through tho bow- 
els, and died very soon after, liu was us bravo 
a man as e ve- lived.

We are still without any reliable information 
of Sherman's movements other than that be is 
still advancing and drawing his lines around 
Hood's rear and flank* to prevent hi* escapo 
and force him to give u* battle. On Saturday 
Sherman's advance was at Snake Creek Gap, 
and Hood's at Lafayette; hot the enemy was so 
closely pressed that he changed frout, and, 
when last hesrd from, was moving down the 
notth branch of the Coosa, across the Alahima 
line, toward Guntber'a Landing, probablv to 
get back nearer his base of supplies, whlch'is at 
falac'.cga, Ala., the terminus of the Mont- 
i » and Taladega railway. Persons from 
Howsrd's army locate him between the Ten- 
nessee and Coosa rivers, and in just sueh a posi- 
tion that, shonld Hood conliniie'his present line 
■ . m-.reh, he is certain to run into iloward's 
Khpiseippl river veterans, and must get hurt. 
On Ihe it her hand, should he strike out through 
ctrmo of the gaps in the Chat'oogata mountain 
rangs,he must encounter Sherman and the corps 
tinder his immediate command. Sherman in 
the present pursuit does not labor under the 
dli&enlties that were encountered when he 
fought over this ground in the spring, for he has 
familiarized himself with all the roads and gaps 
and ran easily hem bis adversary ia or compel 
him lo fight.

ICbw Tom, Oct. 21. 
The ITerald's correspondent gives tho follow- 
ing account of Sheridan's last victory. It wa* 
moonlight, and all around was tho stillness 
usual to that hour. While this stillne s was 
prevailing ihe enemy had nolslessly massed a 
Lcavy column of troops behind the hills on the 
southwest side of Cedar Creek, dncctly in front 
of the position occupied by our extreme pick- 
ets. 

At a piven signal, as wo afterwards learned, 
the cue a. y advanced rapidly In solid columus of 
regiment*. Our pickets were charged, somo 
of them captured and some , driven in. hardly 
before they had time to discbarge their mus- 
kets. 

In fact, what few picket* did come in, the 
enemy came in so soon after, and so close to 
tbeui, that it was near a tie which party warned 
the slumbering camp of the danger near at 

hand. 

Having driven In or captured our pickets on 
the left of our lino of i'l'sntry, the enemy charged 
across Cedar creek at the ioi d, and very soon 
after crossed on the bridge over that stream, aud 
i cached the side of the hill and breastworks oc- 
cupied by Starhurn's division of tho 8th corps. 

The rebe's hes-italed not, but run over all bar- 
riers, completely surprising and in a measure 
statnpeding the left of Sheridan's Hue. By this 
success the enemy gained some artillery, I be- 
lieve, of the 1th Pennsylvania battery and some 
piece* of a regular battery. 

The suddenues* of the attack, and its wonder- 
ful raccees for a short time, bewildered the 
troops, and many of Ihem were taken prisoners, 
but by far the greater portion got away with 
tl oil arms. The other part of Crook*' com- 
mand was scon formed in line by the remaiuiug 
portion* of Thomburn's division. 

All this occurred while the enemy kept press- 
ing on and pouring in upon our men a rapid 
end muidcmns fire, a fire from musketry, as 
also from artillerv posted upon the bills on the 
o] pc site side of Cedar eeeek. having directed a 
column against Crooks's forces. 

The enemy quicker turned his attention to- 
ward the right of the pike and of the Utile >rps. 
General Emory's command was gotten Inline, 
and his snidery to work at Ehort range. 

At ibis, lime a bold charge was untie by the 
enemy under c "*ac of his guns to capture our 
artille rv-. In a mcasttva, ibis char:"* was suc- 
oessfi.l, nlthouirh it was re=i-r**vritb great vigor 
nud bv a lire that would have doTwriiailit, to the 
best o'f veterans under the most trying circum- 
stances. 

In the charge the rebels took one or two 
] ieces of thelst Maine battery, nnd, I believe, a 

1 ortion of the Chase battery. What most helped 
ihe relielswas the exact "range which they got 
of our pieces, the ones captured from the eleva- 
tion ce>mmane!iug the positions on the opposite 
side of the cree k. 

As toon ns the fitrlit commenced, and it was 
V.nt wn that the left hr d sulfered, the fith corps 
' .1 from its position of reserve over to whore 
thf Stb corps was located in the commence mcnt 
of i he engagement. 

The trains, too, were got out as speedily as 
possible, taking the pike road to Winchester, 
where thty arrived in safety. 

The enemy discovering tho eucce»s of Ids sur- 
prise and believing that It was now for blm only 
to tridmphaatly advance, and, by the way, I 
must mention that it was now bro-d daylight, 
brought Ins columns and artillery across" Cedar 
Creek to press the pnrsnit wilh vigor. 

While Ibis was being clone and n brief hit] pre- 
vailed, our line was Consolidated. Mills eou- 
t rat-ted and commence,! slowly falling back. 
The e nemy pressed the pursuit rapidly and with 
great persistency. 

General Sheridan was on bis way from Wash- 
ington back to 'his headoiiartors when the 
attnek was made. He reached Winchester tho 
night before the attack, and remained there for 
ce instillation. 

Fsily in ihe morning ho heard cannonading, 
r no mounted his horse and l ushed forward to 
the front. 

On Tuesday he met a string of teams going to 
the rear, accompanied by the usual number of 
wounded and stragglers," which proceeded from 
a rc\ e rse. 

Pressing onward he found some con i lera'ilo 
ojiosition was being made to the exultant foe. 

lie seemed to comprehend tho trie state of 
affniis at a glance, and at once proce eded to 
remedy the evil. 

lie-organl'iong his forces, then seemingly more 
given to a retreat than to an advance, he 
promptly changed the aspect of our military 
nffiiiis arid turned the tide of battle. 

Bo rapidly turning towards a disastrous de- 
feat Into a glorious victory. The cavalry was 
theu sent upon the right, ihe i:nh corn placed 
next to It, the 8th corps in the centre of the lilh 
corps en the jlelt with Powell's division which 
was for a time cut off on the left of all and a 
charge of the encmv was resisted aud an ad- 
vance made successfully. 

Another Herald's correspondent says, our 
cavalry is now iu heit pursuit of the flying ene- 
my, with our iufautry following as fast as thoy 
can. 

Three rel iel Generals are known to be wounded, 
viz: Generals Ramesucr, who is a prisoner, lio- 
uuix, nud another, whose name I am unable to 
ascertain. Our losses arc estimated at 5,000. 

Prisoners captured say that Longstreet has 
lost three-fourths of his artillery. 

Another says nothing could withstand the 
impetuosity OI Sheridau's army. Charge after 
chargo was made with the most brilliant suc- 
cess. 

We captured 4.1 pieces of artillery and some 
8,000 prisoners, and drove Lougstreet's shat- 
tered and scattered Stale reserves fur up the 
vallev. 

The rebel attack was induced by moving the 
f ib corps to Front Royal, causing the rebels to 
believe that they were being sent back to Grant. 
By the capture ol a dispatch from Longstreet to 
Earlv Sheridan was informed that the latter 
would receive reinforcements suilieicut, as the 
despatch said, "to cash Shoridau out of the 
Vallev. 

Sheridan bad first organized hi* cavalry for a 
grand expedition, but on receipt of this despatch , 
retained them, flow fortunate this wa* is now '

The first net of Colonel Italhburuu was to 
take possession of the Lexington Union print- 
ing office.

Col. Rathbiirne then issued an order taking 
post eseion of the city of Lexington in the name 
Of the Confederate Government, also all the 
United States Government property to bo fouud. 
ITc assured the citizen* protection, and ordered 
every male between the age* of seventeen and 
fifty to report, preparatory to being mustered 
into the Confederate army. * 

During the afternoon the Confederate soldiers 
roamed through the city, calling on their 
friends, and having a good timo generally. 
They visited tbe stores and purchased what 
they needed, aud paid for their purchases in 
greenback*, of which they seemed to have 
plenty. 

About dark the bushwhackers commenced to 
come in, and in a short time there wero over 
five hundred Confederate soldiers aud bush- 
whackers iu the city. 

After dark the bushwhackers commenced to 
break into the stores, but whenever the fact was 
reported to Col. Katbburnc he pretended to put 
a stop lo their depredations. 

The Colonel stated that he needed all tho 
hor.-es and tho men, and would have them 
Many of his old friends and acquaintances called 
on him, and rcincsted to be excused from 
going into the Confederate army, but he refused 
to excuse them, and a number, among whom 
was cur Informant, skedaddled. 

There were between two aud three hundred 
-aeks e l -i ts in Lexington belonging to the 
goveiiiiin-nt, which wore seized.

We have learned tha 
name of only one of these victims of rebel feroc- 
ity, Mr. George Shackleford, the most promi- 
nent citizen of tho town, and a brother of n 
gentleman living In St. Louis county.

The rebel army was encamped at Boonvillo 
three days, having entered Ihcplsco about noon 
e n Sunday, the 0th, and left on the following 
Wedne sday. They improved the. time by grind- 
ing the wheat they stole in Ihe county at Som- 
1 art's mill in the "town. Wome n from the sur- 
rounding country flocked by hundreds to Boou- 
ville to see the rebel General who had come to 
"deliver them from Yankee tyranny," and it is 
said that Price's time wn* so completely monop- 
olized by these female admirers that no one else 
could see him. Nearly all the scanty hair ou his 
bead w as shorn off and carried away as me- 
mentoes by the female piigrims. 

It L, a tn'Utake to suppose that Price has no 
supply train. lie had with him '.'no wagon*, 
which with the mule* hauling them, 'were 
branded U. S. The rebels said they had cap- 
tured them from Steele, In Arkansas.'at various 
times. They are constantly seizing fresh horse* 
wherever they go. and leaving their old ones 
behind. They left 100 broken down animal* at 
Boonville. 

Price haa but one brigade of good troop* In 
his army, and that is Pagan's Arkansas men. 
Those commanded by Shelby, Marmadtike, and 
Jackman are undisciplined and becoming daily 
more demoralized by their pillaging and thiev- 
ing operations. It is believed by those qualified 
to judge that Price docs not intend to fight If 
he can avoid it. This view is suriported by his 
refusal to attack Jefferson City, and by his fail- 
ure to halt on good fighting ground ou hi* line 
of march, and give battle lo our cavalry. There 
seems to be little or no prospect of our com- 
manders ever bringing him to a general engage- 
ment, as his force* being all mounted, and sub- 
sisting chiefly on the country, aro able to keep 
fifty or a hundred miles ahead of our troop*, 
who are compelled to take large train* along, 
to carry the supplies they cannot procure in tha 
despoiled country. 

A citizen of Boonville, who took the pains to 
stand at a certain point and count the rebel 
forces a* they marched past, four abreast, de- 
clare* there were 17,000 of them, a* nearly a* be 
could estimate. Thi* include* only those who 
were at Boonville, and notthoac known to have 
cros»ed the river and those who may have 
marched around Boonville. He thinks tha 
whole rebel furce iu the State is aliont 24,000. 

Among the notabilities who were seen at 
Boonville, were General (lat* Colonel) Jack- 
man, who carried on a system of bushwhacking 
in Howard aud Randolph counties last fall. He 
has risen to the dignity of a Brigadier. Quant- 
rill, the bloody butcher, is also with Pric e, and 
ce iiuiiands a regiment of rebels, ne wa* seen 
and identified by citizens of Boonville. ne is 
said to be in bad health. 

There are good reasons to lielieve that tho in- 
vasion eif Kansas, the sack and pillage of its 
cities, and the nttcr deetruetlon of its field*, 
(amis, aud villages, for a part of the rebel* 
programme. We are informed upon good an- 
the ritv that before Price left Arkansas he prom- 
ised his men to take them into Kansas, and per- 
mit them lo glut their vengeance. The rebel 
soldiers keep this constantly in mind, and, ia 
their march westward from Jefferson City, when 
asked whither thev are bonud. they invariably 
reply "to Kansas." It is a camp sayiug with 
(hem that-thev are going to Kansas "to get their 
things." If they should reach that State iu suf- 
ficient forre to overpower General Curtis, they 
would wreak their fury upou it and ils people, 
and not leave it until they had made the land- 
scape a black desolation. 

The Kansas troops rendezvous at Shawnee, a 
few miles northwest of Kansas City. Tho mili- 
tia of Hint Stale Is turning out with spirit and 
enthusiasm, aud will give the rebels a warm re- 
ception.

Clotidsol vailed hue, but all sombre gray aud 
blacked tinged, chased and gathered beneath tbo 
fkv; the.sun rose a ball of tire, and loomed in tho 
distance like a red-hot OK-pound spherical shot. 
No wind, no ripple, no sign of change except 
perhaps lor li e worse. At eleven the cloud* 
gathered thick and heavy, nnd far in the dis- 
tance we could see rain bcatingdown on the sea 
in lines of water. Our atteuiiou was soon di- 
verted from the rain. Captain Smith and Mr. 
Virglu, the pilot, asked it we did not hear a dis- 
tant rear, ns if there were a naval engagement 
going on at seme short distance. A dull, rum- 
blintr roar could distinctly be heard. 

"We next unserved, about five miles from us, 
a cylindrical column reaching from the sea to 
the allitudo of five hundred feet. From our 
point of view it appeared afiout three feet in 
diameter. It was of a grayish hue, and assimi- 
lntcd in hue with the clouds above. It rested 
upon the water, and by the aid oi our gbuse* 
we could distinctly observe the water alls as- 
cending and the fresh wr.ter descending In tor- 
rent-— the sea in a state of i'reat agitation. 
Ground this cylindrical coltimnlhe wind seemed 
to be rushing with tho force of a volcano. A 
smaller one, which appeared about this time, 
was apparently 'swnllowed' by the larger one. 
For some fifteen minutes we watched this re- 
ntal kable, and to us novel, phenomenon. The 
pilot then prononnced it a water-spout. As wo 
had never seen one, we felt no alarm, till warnod 
that if it struck the vessel we must 6ave our- 
selves. 

"While wc were yet conjecturing what wonld 
lie the result of this extraordinary formation, 
the great line of black clouds solemnly ad- 
Tanecd on each wing of tho 6pout. The rain 
was pouring iu wild torrents, aud then tho 
srout dropped down its mighty weight of water 
i ti lie pitiless sea, while the winds m-s-lty rushod 
it toward us. We now became alarmed. The 
r. si of tbe falling waters r-mcto us like the 

i i,l sound of Niaga-- Ihe sea was lashed 
loi .-real waves; t>» ™cn poured and bub- 
bled nnd rose i* swsving masses over six feet 
u bcii'lit "'i' 1 ' * deadly aim and certain pur- 
nose i he awful column advanced. Not one on 
* , i the : hip but felt the danger, and knew 
■ rot nothing could save us if it struck tho ship. 
Th nl- fod. it burst about thirty yards from us, 
,nd the last remnant of water ceased within 

r ' put ten fi el of the stern."

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ExTRAor.niNAr.Y axd Startling Doccsiknts 
and Statements. — Most earnestly do we ask 
the close attention of men of all parties to the 
documents we publish on our first page in re- 
gard to the late outrage committed by Gen.

The Baltimore Post, a conservative paper, 
rind the only one in that city, was suppressed by 
Geueral Lew Wallace, though accused of noth- 
ing under heaven but republishing from the 
Cincinnati papers, Republican and Democratic 
alike, an account of the late Cincinnati riots. 
General Wallace didn't pretend to charge the 
Post with any offence whatever. He put its 
suppression upon the sole ground, that, if he 
didn't stop it, there was danger that his soldiers 
would demolish the office. lie stopped it just 
to save it from being mobbed by the men nom- 
inally under his command! lie punished, by 
annihilation, an innocent paper to keep his own 
troops from annihilating it. If he can't control 
his troops, but must destroy private property 
tvitli his own hand to prevent their turning 
themselves into a mob for its destruction, he is 
a disgrace to his spurs and his epaulets, and 
they should be unceremoniously hacked from 
Lis heels and his shoulders. He shames and 
disgraces the military service, lie avenges the 
defeat he sustained iu the iield at the hands of 
General Breckinridge by assaulting and conquer- 
ing an unoffending printing-oflicc upon the most 
degrading pretext that Ingenuity or cowardice 
could invent. 

Against this outrage, blending so nicely the 
infamous and the ridiculous, the proprietors 
cf the Post, Messrs. Boslcy A Brewer, appealed 
to President Lincoln in a strong letter, embody- 
ing a plain and simple statement of the facts. 
This letter was placed in the hands of the Hon. 
Revcrdy Johnson, formerly United States Sena- 
tor, afterwards Attorney General of the United 
States, and hitherto a friend of the Administra- 
tion, who gave to the authors an earnest letter 
from himself to the President. Mr. Boslcy went 
to Washington with both letters, the one from 
himself and his partner to' the President, and 
the other from Rcverdy Johnson to the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Boslcy called with his letters at the 
White House, and sent them, with his 
card, to the President in his reception-room, 
but the vulgar tyrant would neither see him nor 
Bend him a message nor in any way take the 
Slightest notice of his presence'. Rcverdy John- 
son, as will be 6cen, sent the letters to the Na- 
tional Intelligencer, with a statement of his 
own, saying with justice and truth that the 
documents tell a story which every Americau 
citizen worthy of the name will read with deep 
regret; that posterity will hardly believe that 
such things can have occurred; and that man- 
kind, wherever freedom exists, will regard it 
With shame and indignation. 

And let all such of the people of the United 
States as are not as utterly sold to President 
Lincoln as the Dutchman's shadow in the Ger- 
man legend was sold to the Devil, who rolled it 
up and pat it in bis pocket, read the documents 
On our first page in relation to the Andy John- 
Bon proclamation to disfranchise all the conscr- 
Tativcs or McClcllan men of Tennessee at the 
election of President and Vice-President. We 
have spoken more than once of this measure, 
but we have at our command no language 
strong enough to express half its Satauic 
jrtrocity. Words sufficiently descriptive of all 
the myriad political villanies of times past 
arc poor and weak and feeble whon applied to 
this. It is a villainy belonging exclusively to 
the 19th century and to the year of Grace 1^64. 
We mentioned, the other day, that a con- 
sci-vatlve committee had gone from Tennessee to 
Washington to lay the matter personally before 
the President, and to ask relief from the unpar- 
alleled act of bis satrap, and the telegraph sub- 
sequently reported, that, while denying relief, he 
treated the committee with respect. But even 
this small and pitiful merit was falsely accorded 
to him by his lying creature who gets up or 
superintends the Washington despatches. The 
committee bore to him a long, powerful, and 
overwhelming letter, a letter from ten of the 
most distinguished men of Tennessee, such men 
as Governor Campbell, Hon. T. A. R. Nelson, 
Hon. Bailie Peyton, and Hon. Emerson Eth- 
cridge, men known personally to himself; and, 
on its being presented to him by John Lellyett, 
of \a6hvillc, his first remark was, "How lung 
did it take yon and tlic New York politician! to 
concoct thut paper?" If Abe Lincoln bad been 
on'y Abe Lincoln, if he had not been, through 
God's wrath, President of the United States, 
John Lellyett would have knocked him down 
for his brutal Insolence. The only answer that 
the President would give in relation to th« vastly 
important subject-matter of the able and digni- 
fied Tennessee remonstrance, the only response 
that he deigned to make to the appeal against 
the exclusion from the polls of all Tennes- 
see citizens who would not take upon them- 
selves a 6olemn oath to vote for Lincoln 
and Johnson, was, "I expect to let the friends of 
Ceo. B. AlcCleUan manage their side of this con- 
test in their own way, and I will manage mg tide 
in mg way." The unmatched and unmatchable

We have spoken with no disrespect of soldiers 
in hospitals; or soldiers out of hospitals. We 
have but said what every man.that isn't as much 
ass as man, knows to be true, whether he is 
honest enough to utter it or not. The Admin- 
istration takes good care that nearly all the 
army officers and all the functionaries who have 
charge of hospitals shall be Lincoln men. The 
mass of the soldiers, the sick and the well, and 
especially the sick, rarely see any newspapers 
except abolition ones, and seldom get any polit- 
ical information except from abolition sources. 
They are taught by the lessons of every day to 
look up to their officers as guides of their ac-

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Loss of the Steamer Dime — Sunk on the 

Fali-s. — The steamer Dime, a sidewheel boat of 
one hundred and fifty tons burden, Captain W. 
II. CafTrey, master, bound from Louisville to 
Nashville, In descending the falls about eight 
aud a half o'clock yesterday morning, passed 
safely through the shallow water, and, when 
near the eddy, a joint of one of the steam pipes 
blew out, and, iu attempting to fix it, the engi- 
neer's hand was caught iu the machinery, and 
several of his lingers badly crushed. In the 
moment of accident and pain, he became much 
ronfused and unable to manage the engine. 
''apTTrin P. Varble was at the wheel, and being 
ignorant of the trouble on dec k, could not con- 
trol the boat. She drifted madly with the swift 
enrrent, and, striking the right hand wav« rock, 
sunk. She lies on the rocks in shallow water, 
aud it is probable that the greater portion of her 
freight will be saved — that in the hold in a dam- 
aged condition. Two passengers fell overboard, 
and it was thought for awhile that both must 
perish. One of them clung to a rock until 
Captain Pink Varble threw him a line and 
hauled him on board. The other buffeted with 
the strong waves nntil Captain Williams, the 
falls pilot, nc:ired him with the life-boat, and 
picked him up, completely exhausted. lie was 
a passenger for Leavenworth, Indiana. The 
freight is owned by parties iu this city, and is 
fully covered by insurance. The names of the 
owners will be found in our river column. The 
boat will prove a total loss. 

Tiif. Fight at Ow kxsvii.i.e. — A despatch of 
the 20th makes a mistake in the name of the 
Commander and iu the number of the regiment 
engaged in the fight with Jesse, near Owens- 
Tille. Captain Beldcn, of the 1st Kentucky 
cavalry, with about forty men, charged the rebel 
command, some two hundred strong, and drove 
them in disorder for some distance, killing 
eight, wounding many, aud capturing ten. 
Lieut. Dobsou was thrown from Ids horse, but 
has come in. Belden lost one killed and six 
wounded; and having exhausted his ammuni- 
tion, returned to Owcnsville. The old 1st Ken- 
tucky will be mustered out of the service on the 
28th of this month, at Mount Sterling. Major 
Keeue, who commanded the battalion, which 
defeated the rebels at Pound Gap, and captured 
a piece of artillery, two hundred stand of nrms, ' 
and some twenty prisoners, has been offered a 
promotion for his gallantry. The battalion was 
composed of men and officers of the 1st and 3d 
Kentucky, and achieved a complete success 
I vwUy superior numbers, capturing the 
enemy's position and artilbny, and routing them. 
Major Keene had uo artillery, and only about 
two hundred and fifty men. The old "Wolford 
cavalry" maintains its. gallantry and glory to 
the la: 

We Iravc been informed that the running 
the train between the city and the Woodlawn 
Hjourse is necessarily irregular, caused, in a 
measure, by the nearness of the route to the 
citv and the large number of cattle usually 
found upon the track. When the road is clear 
of all obstructions, the speed of the engine is 
more regular, and the trip between the two 
points can be made ten nufJhtes earlier than on 
other occasious. If the engineer has been act? 
ing under the orders of a clique of eager betters 
on the train, we are assured that the fact was 
not known to the management, and all cause of 
complaint, as far as it is within their power, 
will be removed. Mr. Chas. A. Clarke, the effi- 
cient superintendent of the telegraph and train 
despatches on the road, has been officiating as 
conductor on the Woodlawn train, and uo one 
for a moment can suspect him of ever having 
been in sympathy with the clique, much less of 
aasi»ti»g them in carrying out their scheme. 

Rehf.l Prisoners. — The Nashville train yes- 
terday afternoon brought up a large number 
of rebel prisoners from the front. Among the 
lot were nine commissioned officers, one hun- 
dred and eighty-one enlisted men, five deserters, 
and four citizens charged with being active rebel 
sympathizers. The prisoners of war will be 
forwarded to Northern camps, and the deserters 
and citizens released north of the Oflio river on 
parole not to return during the war. 

Ten deserters from the rebel army, and seven 
citizens charged with disloyalty, were received 
by the Lexington train. The citizens claim to 
be foreigners. Capt. Jones will investigate their 
claims, and probably will release them north of 
the Ohio river. 



Rebel Deserter.— Hugh Bell, supposed to 
be a deserter from the rebel army, was arrested 
in the eity yesterday. He was found loafing 
about the streets, enjoying himself hugely, and 
was much surprised w hen the military police 
adc a grab for him. He was sent to prison to 
aw^it an investigation of his ease. There is uo 
particular harm in l>cing a rebel deserter, pro- 
Tiding that an individual proves himself as such 
by reporting to the proper authorities as soon as 
he arrives within the Federal lines; but when 
reaching our rear by stealth, und being found in 
disguise, the offence becomes a grave one — noth- 
ing less than that of acting in the capacity of a 
«py for the enemy. 



A'Kei-.ei. Uniform. — A brar.ncw Coufedcrato 
uniform was yesterday surprised and raptured 
in the establishment of Mr. J. F. Griffin, on the 
corner of First and Market streets. The uni- 
form had just tieen finished by Mr. Griffin, and 
was ready for shipment to the southern part of 
the State, when the military police discovered 
the fact. Mr. G. was arrested and sent to the 
Barracks prison to await trial. Tho uniform 
was confiscated and Ls now in the possession of 
the Provost Marshal. If there is a rebel line 
officer in the State of Kentucky much in need 
of a bran-new outfit, wc would adviso him to 
call, prove property, settle charges, and claim 
his goods. 

Sent to the Fi-!:tifications.— Conrad Cruft 
was arrested yesterday, charged with beii.g en- 
gaged J!in a riotous proceeding ou Saturday 
night last, and sentenced to labor on the fortifi- 
cations for thirty days. George Rollingson was 
arrested, arraifrned before the Provost Marshal, 
jind found guilty of aiding a deserter to escape 
from the officers "attempting to effect his arrest. 
This was considered a grave offence, and George 
was sent to the fortifications to dsvotc his time 
and labor to the interests of the city and the 
Government for a period of ninety] days. Al- 
nost asp-ood as being drafted. 



Esouto.— W. R. Darnell, Fidelia Warren, and 
Jake Edwards, notorious guerilla desperadoes 
and murderers,on Wednesday night succeeded in 
makiug their escape from the Military Prison in 
this city, and are still at large. The scoundrels 
^ere awaiting trial before the military commis- 
sion iu session at the Court -ho use,but their escape 
relieves that body of some of its work,aud cheats 
justice out of her dues. It is to be regretted, 
that prisoners charged with such grave offences 
arc not more securely guarded, and every possi- 
ble care taken to prevent tlieir escape'. 



New Chdkv ok Police. — Lieutenant T. 8. 
Lukens, of the 2MI Kentucky voluuteers, who 
for some months has officiated as Assistant Pro- 
vost Marshal of the city, was yesterday appoint- 
ed chief of the military polite. He is a good 
officer, is experienced in the business, is trusty, 
and will conduct the department with credit to 
himself and the Government. 



To M Tkieu. — George W. Cravens was 
arrested at Elkton, Ky., in the early part of 
«uly last, eharged with being conneeted with 
a guerilla band. He was brought to this city 
and confined in the Military Prison, where he 
has remained ever since. He will be sent to 
xington today, to be tried before the military 
immission iu session there. 



Violating an Order.— Michael Carney, pro- 
prietor of a one-horse drinking-saloon, on 
Market street, violated an order yesterday, by 
selling whiskey to soldiers, was arrested, tried 
■*forc the Provost Marshal, found guilty, and 
sentenced to be confined in the Barracks Prison 
for twelve days.

— On 
her way from Evansville, on the l*th inst., says 
the Nashville Dispatch, the steamer Cottage 
stopped to take In wood at Gibbs's woodyard, 
just below the shoals, when she was boarded by 
Capt. Duvall McNairy and about twenty-five 
men, who commanded a surrender. Being un- 
armed, the officers and men belonging to the 
boat had no alternative but to surrender with 
the l est grace possible, navingtaken full pos- 
session, the guerillas proceeded to help them- 
selves to all they could Und of value, taking all 
the money, watches, and mnch of the clothing 
belonging to all on bqard, from the chief clerk, 
Sam Cuddy, to the cabin-boy and chamber- 
maid, taking from the latter «i 20. The esti- 
mated value of all that was taken amounted to 
about £1,580. One soldier on board, dressed in 
citizen's clothes, hid his uniform, and thus es- 
caped capture. He had placed his money in the 
lining of his hat, and was congratulating him- 
self upon his fortunate escape, when a Confed- 
erate remarked that his hat was a pretty good 
one. and swapped w ith him. Whether or not 
he will discover the money in the lining remains 
to be seen. Having accomplished their purpose 
in taking all they desired, the guerillas set fire 
to the boat in three places, but the clerk con- 
vincing McNairy that she was private property, 
the latter ordered his men to assist in extin- 
guishing the fire, and but little damage was 
done. The boat is owned by Capt. W. E. Dy- 
cus, Sam Cassidy, and others. The band was 
heavily armed, some carrying three and even 
five pistols.

Bands of armed men, and 6omc regular Con- 
federate soldiers, have been moving around iu 
all parts of our county during the last week. 
On Sunday wc learned that about forty were at 
Cnrdsville", and on Monday nineteen crossed

New York, Oct 21. 
A letter from Gen. Butler'8 hendnuartcrs to 
the Philadelphia Inquirer contains a long 
account of the rebel atrocities and murders 
committed on Union soldiers, the facts bein _ 
gathered from the exchanged Union officers 
and RurKeSns. The letter states that according 
to the accounts of several officers and surgeons, 
the conduct of a portion of the rebel troop*, sub- 
sequent to the engagement at S:\ltviile. was 
utterly lawless and brutal. In two field hospi- 
tals, near the scene of the battle, were twenty- 
three wounded negroes of the 1st colored cav- 
rItt, liftecn in one and eight in the other; all 
but three of them were murdered in cold blood 
by the rebel soldiers-, and these fiends in human 
form boasted w hile doing this hellish deed that 
they hnd been engaged in the same work all 
day. They claimed to have buried one hundred 
and twenty-live colored soldiers, of whom 
mostly all must have been slaiu in the same 

WP.V. 

The gold market has only partially recovered 
from the embarrassments of the recent specula- 
tions. Up to noon the price varied at 208(<$209, 
aud advanced to 209. 

The Post's Washington special says: Persons 
who have arrived here to-day from Sheridan's 
armv, and who witnessed the last battle, say 
that It was the most complete victory of the 
war. The rebel forces were scattered and fled 
in confusion, abandoning their own artillery and 
all they had captured in the early part of tho 
day. Sheridan has already pushed on for a dis- 
tuiicc of ten miles in pursuit of the euemy.

Provott Marshal-General Fry. in a letter to 
the Mayor of Washington, says" that credit will 
lie allowed only for such men as are raised by 
the draft. Person? who are drafted, and liiil lb 
report, are not considered by the law, officers of 
the Government, nor by the Provost Marshal- 
General's bureau, as obtained in the meaning of 
the law. They will not, therefore, be credited 
unless they shall be subsequently arrested and 
held to service. 

In view of this decision, some of our promi- 
nent citizen, fjjvc taken measures to discover 
'h* ^Hereabouts of those who have failed to re- 
port, ofTering a reward of fifty dollars for every 
such absent man . aught anu held to service. 
According to General Fry's commutiicatiG^, 
would appear that citizen's are held respousibie 
for drafted absentees. 

President Lincoln has issued a' proclamation

It 
is believed to be the intention of the rcbeis to 
make a target of the tower. The batten- mounts 
four guns. Both armies are quiet. 

The Herald's 9th corps special says: Loud 
expiosions in the direction of Petersburg yester- 
day gave rise to a report that the enemy was 
blow-in g up the storehouses, the railroad build- 
ings and bridges, preparatory to the abandon- 
ment of the city. 

The Herald's 18th corps correspondent says: 
The enemy continues laboring at his liue of 
works on the south side of the James, com- 
mencing at Cox's Ferry, and running to the 
Howlelt House battery." These works nave oc- 
cupied large working parties for the last three 
months. A number of heavy guns have been 
removed from Howlctt's batten-, and placed on 
the heavy redoubt on the left of this line. 

A Mobile Bay letter says that the upper fleet 
can approach within two milesof the city. There 
is said to be considerable scurvy among our 
troops at Fort Morgan and Pcn?acola. 

The morning papers publish a long article 
from the Richmond Enquirer of the 18th, advo- 
cating the arming of negroes, and recommends 
that they be freed aud allowed to remain in the 
Confederate States. 

The Richmond Sentinel of the 18th abuses the 
rel>cl government for deceiving tho people With 
false hopes concerning Hood's movements. It 
announces that Beauregard is with Hood, and 
Major-General Frank Gordon ha6 been ordered 
to the Trans-Mississippi Department, with his 
headquarters at Liberty, and has left for his 
new command. 

h The Despatch of the 18th announces that Gen. 
Braxton Bragg, hitherto commanding iu 
Georgia, with his headquarters at Richmond, 
has been relieved, and Gross taken command. 

The Examiner of the ICth has a long article 
on the utter demoralization of the rebel cavalry, 
and charges the defeat of Gen. Rosser to the bad 
condition of the cavalry. 

Halifax, N. 8., Oct. 21. 

The Captain of tho brigantiue Mathiclda, 
which arrived yesterday from Bermuda, re- 
ports that on the scvetitcentli instant, while 
on the passage from Bermuda to Halifax, she 
was ordered to heave to by a steamer, whieh 
proved to be tho ceptured 6teamcr Roanoke. 
Ninety. five passengers and the crew, including 
six women, were put in his vessel, and ordered 
to Bermuda, where he landed them on Gaty. 
The Roanoke was afterwards burned.

" Reliable" — a new word, utterly indefensible. 
Relyte neuter or impassive, and" requires on or 
upon to complete it. llelionable or reliuponahle 
would be logical; but we lure trustworthy , taro. 
cious, credible, and need no such word as rtii- 
tble. 

A correspondent of that paper, howeiw, aeut- 

ments upon the criticism in this way < 

"Trustworthy"— worthy of trust," 

''Credible"— worthy of credence 

" Reliable"— worthy of reliance. 

So that the last has the excuse, or "defcnoe," 
of exact analogy in formation and significance 
with credible— but dropping the llnil syllable 
and adding a similar allix, to implv the lanie 
Change in the meaning of the root. 

All now things ate not Americanisms | all 
Americanisms are iwt utterly indefensible. 

A correspondent of the New York Post says 
the Editor of the Independent Icares the fallacy 
unexposed, and it may mislead others who are 
as innocent of grammar as his correspondent. 
A reference to dictionaries within the reach of al- 
most any one who writes for the press, will show 
that there is no "exact analogy" in the forma- 
tion of the words "credible" and "reliable." 
Thore are uearly a thousand potential passive ad. 
joe-tire* in our langoafe, with the Latia termi- 
nation able or M*. Many.of them are taken 
bodily from the Latin, whilo many are formed 
from EnglL-h words— generally from rerbs, and 
always from transitive or activo verbs. A few 
aro formed from nouns, of which credible is 
probably one, from creed — although creed has 
been used, by at least one old English writer, aa 
a verb. If any one is still in doubt, let him try 
to make a potential adjective from any other in- 
transitive verb than rely— let him take lie,, for 
example, which is the root of the former. What 
would lie think of liable, in the sense of being 
able to li< f [Our word liable, as he well knows, 
of course, has a different derivation as well :ts 
meaning, being from the French /icr, to bind, 
which came in its turn (perhaps) f; om the. Latin, 
lerjo.~\ So on through the whole list of intransi- 
tive verbs. That tho practice of our bcM Eng- 
lish authorities in ibis respect is not arbitrary, 
will be apparent to any one who considers the 
nature of a potential adjective, which cannot 
properly be derived from an intransitive or neu 

tcr verb, leeause it implies or expresses action or 
•Wi-ity. 

It is more important, however, to correct the 
notion that the Ui-made word under criticism is 
an Amukanism. Our folk aro apt to take 
meekly for granted the sneers of tho English 
{ cnny-ii-Uiiers about tho corruption of the moth- 
er tongue in this country. For this kind of de- 
famation take the colums of tho English daily 
and weekly press, passim, and the pages of the 
quarterlies, and the speeches of the Parliamen- 
teers. The last Edinburgh Review, In an arti- 
cles exposing the abuse of the language by 
Englb-h writer?, r-pcaks of "the slang and cant 
phrases of Americans and Australians (!) tend- 
ing to find their way back to England." Doan 
Alford, in Lis "Stray Notes on Speaking and 
Si>clling," exclaims: "Look at the process of 
deterioration which our Queen's English has 
undergone at the bands of the Americans.'' 
This is not the place for a defence of our 
people against these sweeping charges; 
but the timid may assure themselves that 
tho roaring of the lion is simply "extem- 
pore—for it Is nothing but roaring." Let 
them not fear, when this "fearful wild fowl" 
doth "aggravate his voice so," for it la only 
•"Snug tho- joiner," after nlL The fact is, that 
in no part of the world Is the English language 
so carefully written and spoken as by the educat- 
ed mcu and women In America. Indeed, tho 
Menus u.-o of English is purer here than in 
England. This bastard word, reliable, Li itself 
English born. It was first need cither by Sir 
Robert Peel, or ono of the reviews (probably 
Blackwood) and is now maintained by ono or 
two prominent magazines in Great Britain, 
against analogy, propriety, and good usage 
with a pertinacity that has induced Dr. Worces- 
ter to icmark that "it has the sanction of some 
highly respectable authorities;" though he adds, 
"that it is ili-fornted, and cannot have the sig- 
nification in w hich it Is always used." 



Romh A]TD rre Rt'iMs.— Mr. Arnold's Europe- 
an Mosaic says it is with no ordinary feelings 
that the traveller looks for the tirst time upon 
distant Rome, clustering round the dome of St. 
Peter's. lie can well appreciate the varied 
emotions of the artist, the pilirriin, the poet, the 
scholar, men of every condition and rank in in- 
tellect and station, as they gazo for the flist 
time upon these sacred ruins — ruins glowing 
with the pu:e light with which art, religion, 
learning, eloquence have irradiated them. One 
ceases to marvel that Luther threw himself pros- 
trate upon the ground at the sight, and ex- 
claimed with enthusiasm: "Hail -acred Rome ! 
Thrice Mend for the blood of the martyrs here 
shed !" We can fully comprehend the feelings 
whice led the great scholars of the Middle Ages 
to obtcrvi- the natal day of the Imperial City to 
lament its departed greatness, to meditate iad- 
ly smong its crumbling ruins, and shed over 
them many a tear of pious sympathy. As she 
sits amid her deserts, liko tho lonely camp-lire 
of a past nation, who can look with profound 
emotion upon her present decay? Who can re- 
press a sigh for tho fate of her who w;w once tho 
stupendous result of infinite riches and genius, 
infinite power and splendor? Iler past wins 
our respect and admiration; her preieut excites 
our sympathy and our lore. 

Once the great queen of earth, Imperial Home, 
On whose o'ertioeldt ii throne, lot yet abided 
Pale di'solatiou wet-piny o'ur tho wilds. 

We all know how deep is the attraction with 
which Rome has Inspired the best minds of every 
age. Hoax intense were the yearnings of Mich- 
ael Angelo, Raphael, and Petrarch, and the 
whole band of artists and poets. In more mod- 
ern times, with what undying affection did 
Winckclman, Goethe, Schlegcl, Ilumboldt, De 
Stael, Vcrii, and a host of other illustrious 
names cling to her consecrated precincts. How 
eloquently have they recorded for the world's 
benefit the emotions which she excited in their 
souls. They were translated by her influence 
Into a new life, and so it is with every cultivated 
mind. Rome is sTill moored to the shores of the 
past by adamantine chains which no force can 
break.

Italiam Akfairs.— The absorbing nature of 
the struggles, military and political, now going 
on in this country', prevents our people from 
giving much attention to foreign affairs. But, 
the Philadelphia Bulletin says, there are peculiar 
reasons why the political events of Italy should 
Interest Americans. It is the seat of the most 
powerful and important hierarchy in the world, 
to which a very largo portion of our population 
give an allegiance of conscience. It Is, too, a 
country, where, after ages of difficulty and 
struggle, separate States bay^ been brought to- 
gether ii.'o one nationality. The unity of Italy 
was destroyed mnch more thoroughly than has 
beer, the unity of the American nation. Foreign 
powers long prevented the restoration of that 
unity, and they still exclude from it Vcnetia and 
part of the pontifleial territory. But, to a very 
great degree, Italr is now restored to her proper 
condition as a great nation, and every phase of 
her progress to a rn.re complete and more pow- 
erful autonomy shoidd command tin- attention 
of American citizens. 

The Emperor of the French, rigbt'yor wrong- 
ly, has made himself the arbiter, if not the reg- 
ulator, of the nations i f F.uro|>o. lie has held 
a sort of lien upon Italy ever since his elevation 
to the head of the Frcuc h nation. Tho French 
army, whic'i lie found quartered in Rome, has 
ever since I ecu a sort of body-guard to the Pope 
and a garrison of his capital. While keeping 
up this protectorate of the pontificate. Napoleon 
I u been cuiiiingir contriving to assist tho peo- 
ple of tho different Italian States to throw off 
their old governments. It may safely be said 
that neither Sardinia, Lombard*, Tuscan/, 
Naples, nor any of the minor States could 
have baen relieved of their old rulers 
without his aid. Ho even permitted the 
loss of a great i art of the Pope's proper 
domain, wbilo he was maintaining the 
papal throne against revolt. The kingdom of 
Italy, as it now stands, is, to a great degree, his 
creation. Certainly, without lii3 help it never 
could have been created. It is still incomplete. 
Vcnetia is l.eld with an iron grasp by Austria; 
and Rome is independent of Victor Emmanuel, 
and of every oi her monarch except Napoleon 
IIL lie is himself an obsla le in the way of 
consummating a scheme which could ncrer have 
gone so far as it has without his permi- >ion. 

After several years of patient iraitlttg, without 
any prospect of galiung Vcuotia to Italy, or 
making Rome the Capita] of tho Kiagdom, Na- 
poleon has delermined to do the best thing he 
can, consistently with his other schemes. lie has 
made a convention with King Victor Emman- 
uel, which is causing no little excitement in 
Italy, and is interesting the other nations of Eu- 
rope considerably. The territory actually un- 
der the temporal power of the Pope is to remain 
so. Rome is not to be the capital of Italy. 
Neither is Tutin; but, as a sort of conipro- 
rui>c between tho two, Florence i-> truttr 
mined upon lor the Italian capital. By degrees 
the French garrison in Rome i. to be withdiawn, 
two years t>< ing allowed to complete the with- 
drawal. Whether there has been any pledge 
given by the King of Italy that, in case of revolt 
against the Pope In Rome, he and his troops 
will avoid siding with the Roman people, or will 
aid his Holiness, the repot ts do not state. But 
in these tines pledges .and treaties arc of tjo liule 
account that it matters nothing what may have 
been exacted or promised in the case of Italy. 
Circumstances and policy, to pay nothing of per- 
sonal interest or ambition, may totally change 
whatever has been agreed upon. 

The formal recognition oi tho reduced tempo- 
rality of the Pope is an important fact of the re- 
cent convention. The w ithdrawal of the French 
garrison, without any known guarantees of pro- 
tection against revolt or invasion, seems to look 
toward a still further reduction, and possibly 
an entire absorption cf the papal domain into 
the Kingdom of Italy. The wily brain of Napo- 
leon III has doubtless arranged a programme, 
with reference to this, that will be developed as 
time advances, or convenience allows. As to 
the removal of the capital from Turin to Flor- 
ence, it has excited no littlo commotion in the 
former city, and there have been some rather 
serious demonstrations on the part of tho popu- 
lace. But these will, of course, subside Flor- 
ence is more central, and, by all odds, more 
fitted for a capital than Turin. Nevt to Romo, 
It is altogether the most appropriate city for the 
teat of the consolidated Italian government.

Tim Capitai. ov It.vlt.— The Philadelphia 
North American says, in the determination to 
make Florence the capital of Italy, the Ameri- 
can reader may perceive the explanation of the 
reomt formidable riots in Turin, whose people 
are naturally loath to part with what has made 
their city world-renowned, and given it wealth, 
commerce, population, and splendor. But Turin 
Ls only tharing^thc fato which long sinco befel 
Milan, Mantua, Veuice, Florence, Naples, 
Genoa, Forarrn, etc. Italy is indeed a land of 
splendid cities, each hating a history worth 
lingering over, and a legacy of architectural 
grandeur to attest tho giories of the past. Any 
one of these beautiful places would bo a noble 
capital for Italy, but now that the peninsula is a 
unitary State, it needsa central capital, and, fniL. 
ing to obtain Rome, Florence has the next 
claim. 

Perhaps few cities iu the world surpass Flor- 
ence iu elegance or attractions. It baa long 
been a favorite residence of English and Ameri- 
cans, ou account of the cheapness of living and 
the icauty of tho public and private edifices and 
galleries of art. With the advent of a national 
government there for twenty-three million.! of 
people, it wUl soon, however, be crowded, and 
costly in its rates of living. It abounds in 
magnificent palaces, great collections of art, 
aud very handsome private resiliences. The 
great Duorao, or cjtiliedi-.il, a one of the most 
stiq i ndous structures in the world. The home 
of- the Medieis, the binhplaco of Dante, Pe- 
trarch, Michael Angelo, Benvcnuto Cellini, 
Boccacio, Leonardo du Tim i, and Galileo, and 
the possessor of such inestimable art gallerie*, 
Florence is indeed tit to bo the capital of Italy, 
at least until the eternal city can be Obtained, 
which seems very distant. 

Under the vigorous and enlightened swav of 
the house of Savoy, Turin had been convertsd 
into a city of no mean consequence, centraliz- 
ing within itself tho iiidustrr, trade, and com- 
merce of all Sardinia, by moans of an excellent 
railway system leading to it from al| p dnta. It 
bad accumulated attractions of various kind t — 
literary, architectural, &c. — under the patron- 
age of a progressive government, and had risen 
to be a flouiishing city of some 1;">0,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is no wonder that tho latter are uot 
disposed to part with their advantages as the 
national capital now, when they are far greater 
than ever they were bofore. 

But Turin can hear no comparison In point of 
attraction to Florence. The former bore the 
air of the capital of a mo or State. The lattor 
has an imperial splendor and renowu worthy of 
the now risen fortunes of Italy. It needs only 
the presenc e of the national govern men t, with 
its patronage and business, to infuse new ener- 
gy into its people. It has railway communica- 
tion with Leghorn, Lucca, Pisa, and Siena, but 
of course, as the capital of Italy, it must extend 
its railway arms all over tho peninsula. When 
that shall have been completed, it will become 
one of the first cities in the world, and its rising 
greatness and grandeur will evcu overshadow 
and eclipse Rome. 

Tim Chim-sk RnMkUBW. — The New York 
Commercial says the Imperialists have captured 
the Chineso Riehmond,slain the celestial Davis, 
slid captured some of bis associate chic's. 
Nankin fell into the hands of the party of 
Chinese order on the 19th of July. Tiiis event 
is regai ded as virtually ending the rebellion in 
China, and already the English, who have given 
aid to tho Imperialists, are discussing the pro- 
priety of withdrawing their intervention. The 
London Times decidedly favors tho termini 
tion of the alliance of arms. As to Nankin 
itself, it will be opened to trade. Though uot 
named in tho English treaty, the sixth article of 
the French stipulates that French subjects 
should be allowed to establish themselves there 
as soon as it was recovered from the rebels; and, 
under the "most favored nation" clause in the 
treaties with England and America, subjoets 
of those counties will enjoy the same 
privilege. But Nankin is far from being 
what it was in its palmy days. Fourteen 
hundred years ago Nankin was a city of palaces 
and pagodas, and its inhabitants swarmed 
like ants. For a thousand years it was the me- 
tropolis of the Empire. Now, says the Times, 
"the four millions of which the Chinese tradi- 
ti»ns boast have long sinco dwindled dotvn to 
some 200,000 souls: the ancient walls, of which 
it was said, that, if two horsemen passed out at 
(be same gate, and rode all day round them in 
opposite directions, it would be night before 
they would meet, liave for centuries lieen only 
mounds aud ruins; tho city just c ' :rcd had 
shrunk up into a corner of that g' , marshy 
plain which was once covered with vamunsand 
palaces, aud courts of justice and ofll .- of State, 
as well as with the habitations of tho satin- 
weaver and the warehouses of eommcoe. Even 
the great porcelain tower itsclC which was tho 
toil of a gene r ation of builders and artists, had 
decaved to a ruin, and had fallen under the bar- 
barous hands of the Tacpings. The contrast 
lietw een whet we hear of Naukln as it was 
when torn from tho Tacpings, and what w.i 
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read of it in Uft dwf» of srvannenr, vi » striking 
lesson of the desolation which civil war and 
bad government may bring upon tho cities of 
an industrial people, aud even upon a land 
teeminu with the elements of wealth and plen- 
ty. Still Nankin, as it stood In our day, was to 
the Tacpings a capital, and its loss is the loss of 
the last symbol of a political eau«e under which 
they might attempt to dtsguiso mere robbery 
and murder. 

Tim Rose. — The Ghebers liclieve that, when 
Abraham was thrown into the fire by Nimrod, 
the flame turned into a bed of roses. The 
Turks have an idea that it sprung from the 
sweat of Mahomet; and they canse a rose to be 
sculptured on the monument of all young wo- 
men who die unmarried. Tho mythological 
writers say that Apollo caused Rhophante, 
Queen of Corinth, in consequence of her ex- 
treme beauty, to be changed into a roee. The 
rose is said to be given by liypoc rates to 
the god of silence, to engage him to conceal the 
nnbccomirg conduct of his mother, Venus; and 
hence it wos made symbol of silence. A rose 
was alws; 3 placed above tho guest, in a ban- 
queting hall, to banish restraint, and to denote 
that nothing taid there should be repeated else- 
where; and hence originated the saying sub roni, 
where a secret was to be kept. 

Rhodes is thonght to owe its name to the Im- 
mense number of roses it produced. At Sal- 
rcay, in France, a curious festival is kept up, 
called the festival of roses. A young girl is se- 
lected from among three of the most distin- 
guished for female virtues, nor name is an- 
nounced from th.> pulpit, Sho is afterwards 
conducted to attend the vesper service. She 
was formerly accustomed to open the ball at 
night with the signor; now a present ls bestowed 
upon her, and sho is called la rosiere, because 
the is always adorned with roses* The perfume 
of the delicious flower is thus accounted for by 
the fabulous authors: "Lore at a feast at Olym- 
pus, in the midst of a lively dance, overset by a 
stroke of his wing, » goblet of nectar, which, 
falling on a ro«e, embalmed it with itw rich fra- 
grance, which it still contains." 

Tim BaoK-WATBB ov Crime.— Lord Macau- 
lay's long-expected New Zealander, who is to 
sit on the ruins of London Bridge, and sketch 
the crumbling dome of St. Paul's Church, might 
be ordering his wife to pack his carpet-bag. 
Australia leads the return of tho Antipodes upon 
the metropolis, and is already agitating the 
question of the ways and means of sending back 
to England the criminals sent out by England tc 
her! dncy and Melbourne proposing to make 
London aud Liverpool penal colonics! Botany 
Bay despatching her black sheep to grow white 
again in tho wholesome mountain air of oh! 
South Wales! Could anything more signally 
mark the progress of the age we live in, or mora 
censoriously prefigure the colossal changes, so- 
cial and political, through which the kolf-cou- 
scious world is paaring even now? 

Pat ok Artists— The Independent B»!ge 
gives the following curious particulars of the 
amount received by the various artists as tbo 
results of single performances. Malibran, at 
Dniry Lane, received £150 each night. The 
same price was paid to Lablachc for two per- 
formances. Grisi, at New York, received £100 
for one performance, and shortly after obtained 
£2,100 as the result of one night's cntertainmen: 
in London. Taglioui receired £150 for every 
performance at Hamburg, aud at her second 
benefit at St. Petersburg she realized the ex- 
travagant sum of £S,1G0, in addition to a mag- 
nificent present of diamond ornaments made 
her by the Czar. 

Nr.kitone aki> Real Estatb. — Thefollowlng 
orders of Brig.-Gen. Brayman, at Natchez, will 
le found quite interesting and important: 

The large number of unemployed and vagrant 
negroes living within the limits of the city of 
Natchez renders it necessary that stringent 
orders be put into effect for their removal. 

Hereafter no eolored peaple will be permitted 
to remain within the city limits unless satisfacto- 
ry evidence is given at this office of their having 
some legitimate employment, that will support 
themselves and all dependent upon their labor, 
and ensure the government from any burden 
In supplying them in food and clothing. 

A pribtcd permit to pass will be given all snch 
by the Post Superintendent of Frcedmen, and all 
others will bo removed to the corral or some 
other place of labor or asylum. 

Persons employing negroes will be held re- 
sponsible for their conduct snd the eonrtition of 
their quarter* and clothing during the time for 
which they are employed; and upon discharging 
the same will indorse their discharge upon the 
back of their permit and report them back to 
the Post Superintendent of Frcedmen. 

All real estate and building* of evevy kind 
held, claimed, or possessed bv persons disloyal 
to ti e Government of the United States, will bo 
held to the use of the Government, under regu- 
lations of the Treasury Department. 

All rent* and property of any kind accruing 
from this date inclusive will be hold by persons 
owing or agreeing to pay the same, to await 
further action of the. Treasury Department. 

Payment* made to such disloyal owucrs or 
parties will not be recognized. 

The Lath Roiiukrt ox the Bai.ttmoue tap 

Ohio Rap^nOAD — Three l'Eitsoxr BvUTKO. — 
'1 i"- ci mduot of the guerillas and thieves who at- 
tacked the weslwaid bound Express train at 2 
o'clot k on Thursday morning nenr Kearneys- 
villc was most atrocioui, and wjuld havo re- 
fleeted credit upon any gang of cutthroat* that 
ever went unhung. After robbing the people 
on the train of their money, breastpin*, and 
clothing, tho cars were tet on tiro aud 
burned up. There were some Germ in em- 
igrants on the train, who, not understand- 
ing the nature of tho FYitrusion, made some 
roi-istaiue, and were at once shot down. 
The killing was not witnessed by any of the pas- 
sengers, but the seullle and tiring was heard 
nLd the charred remains of three persons were 
found in the ashes of the consumed ears when 
the tVbris was cleared away. The roblior+num- 
bered about sbcty, and they mulo a big haul in 
the nay of money and valuable*. They had 
placid obstructions upon the track, and as soon 
as the train was thrown off the tie nds coin- 
inWiced firing upon the defenceless paaMngera. 
IfaJ. Moore, paymaster, who was coming up the 
road to pay off some troops, was robbed of .$*),- 
000. One drover was robUcl of $15,11.):), and an- 
other of ftfi 000. The balance of the sums taken 
were small, hut there were quite a number of 
passengers, and nil were robbed of Whatever of 
value could lie found upon thoir person*. Major 
A. P. Shutt, the conductor of the train, was 
(obbed of his watch and all his money. The 

Adams' Espies* messenger was robbed of a 
nngev-rlng, and would have lost more of bit 
personal property If be bad not concealed it iu 
bis boots. The safe of the Express Company, 
containing three or four thousiud dollars in 
money, nnd other valuables, we e bimicd, as 
was also a car-load of valuable goods. Mr. 
Martin, of this city', who'was acting as baggage- 
man on the train, came very near hiiiv' roasted 
alive, lie was in the baggage car when the 
train ran off the track, and some of tlie trunks 
falling up'-nliim, he was somewhat crippled aud 
stunned. Before he could extricate himself the 
train waa set on fire, and it was only after much 
persuasion that the robbers were induced to lend 
a helping hand toward his rescue. 

Elijah Collins, the engineer of the train, an.l 
his son were badly scalded by the upsetting of 
the engine When the train ran off tin track. 
Mr. Hooper, of Martinsburg, who was a passen- 
ger, gate the robbers about five hundred dollars 
In money, telling tbem it was all he bad, and by 
tbje little misrepresentation saved $1 i.iH I c-»n- 
i ( e!ed about his person. He afc-'o succeeded in 
making his escape, and. pushing on up the 
track, warned and stopped tho eastern bound 
train, w hich wns within a mile of the place 
where the guerillas were operating. 

The watch and chain taken from Maj >r Shutt 
were valued at $eV)l), and he was also rolibed of 
about $."00 iu money. Major Moore, tho pay- 
maater, with about twenty other ofllcers and 
soldlcre, was taken away as a prisoner. It is 
said that the notorious Moseby commanded the 
gang iu person. Major Shntt is sail to have 
talked to him, and the guerrillas wert heard to 
address a piratical looking leader by that name. 
Wh. n a portion of the gang were parleying 
with the German emigrants, Mosebv veiled t :i 
them to burn the d— d Dutch up if Ucy didn't 
disgorge and leave the car. The trail consisted 
of eight care, all of which were totallydealroycd.

HoR.sr.Ki i.sn as as Article oe Foon. — M. 
Dceniix, one of the secretaries of the Society fur 
Protection of Animals, delivered a lecture at tho 
Garden of Acclimatization of tho Foisdc Bo- 
loguc on the alimeutary use of horse lesh. After 
showing the official data that the supply of 
butchers meat of all kinds, which is so necessa- 
ry to support tho strength of man, enabling him 
to bear fatigue and avert disease, is nit equal to 
the demand, he showed that if tho Lesh of dis- 
abled horses was inlrodtied into public con- 
sumption it would increase the presBnt supply 
of meat one-twelfth, and that In Para especially 
it might daily produce upward of 2,tii)0 kilcv 
grammes of good meat, even admitting that the 
flesh of fITMl third of the horses slaughtered were 
rejected on a.- :ount of their disetsed state— a 
pioposition which he considered txaggerated 
M. Deeroix remiuded the audience that the il- 
lustrious Larrey, in the course of hU military ca- 
reer, had three time* preserilied tho meat of 
horses for his patieuts, and that in Egypt es- 
pecially he bad, by tbe u-c of this aliment, stop- 
Jed a scorbu tic affection which had broken out 
in the army. More recently, ho aided. In the 
Crimea, two company's of artillery hod, bv Dr. 
Baudcn'- advice, lived entirely on the flesh of 
unserviceable horses, and ttMribjeacapel the 
disease* which atllicted the rest af tho armv. 
He further slated that at Vicuna, Borlin, Ham- 
burg. Altona, and other towns, horseflesh is 
eaten not only by the lower orders, but by all 
classes of society. In order to confirm his 
theory by experiment, the lectu-er concluded 
ids address with ordering in a large tureon of 
broth made from horseflesh, and i dish of the 
latter ilavoi«i wilh spices, of whic'i the com- 
pany partook with great relish.— ialignani.
